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In the city there is a growing industrial surplus. New 
York City employers have had to make an agreement 
to employ only New York men, in order to protect their 
jobs against the throngs of westerners who have failed 
to go back home. 
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Will this city surplus be there when the harvest comes?

Many well-informed Government officials and men in 
private life predict that in spite of this present city sur- 
plus there will be a dearth of farm labor, basing their 
belief on a great development of industrial enterprises 
and a shortage from immigration. 
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The biggest labor problem in America 
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The men who run our farm food factories are the 
biggest employers of labor in America. One state, 
Nebraska, reports she will need 136,000 men to help 
harvest the wheat crop this year.
